To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Belford  Rural  District  Council » 

Vital  Statistics  There  were  58  live  births  in  1968  which  was  very 
similar  to  the  numbers  in  recent  years.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  11.4 
live  births  per  thousand  population  and  the  adjusted  rate  was  13*8  per 
thousand,  the  area  comparability  factor  for  births  being  1.21.  These 
rates  compare  with  ones  of  12.4  and  15»0  respectively  in  the  District 
in  1967  and  of  16.9  in  England  and  Vifales  in  I968. 

Total  deaths  nimibered  89  compared  with  58  in  1967*  The  crude  death 
rate  was  17»5  pei’  thousand  population  and  the  adjusted  rate  l4.2  per 
thousand,  the  area  comparability  factor  for  deaths  being  O.8I,  These 
rates  compare  with  ones  of  12.0  and  9*7  respectively  in  the  District  in 
1967,  and  of  11.9  in  England  and  Wales  in  1968.  The  main  causes  of  death 
followed  the  national  pattern  and  the  predominant  factors  were  heart  and 
vascular  disease  and  malignancies-  Of  the  89  deaths  69  were  in  persons 
aged  65  and  over  and  46  in  persons  aged  75  and  ever.  The  causes  are 
shown  in  the  table.  These  are  recorded  under  the  Abbreviated  list  of  50 
causes  from  the  International  Classification  of  Diseases.  In  I968  this  ■ 
list  replaced  the  Abridged  List  of  36  causes.  This  change  has  meant  that 
more  conditions  are  specifically  listed  as  opposed  to  being  placed  under 
general  headings. 

The  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  of  population  shows  an 
increase  of  nearly  300  persons  in  the  population  of  the  District  compared 
with  1967*  This  upward  estimate  will  reflect  new  housing  built  in 
recent  years  and  will  have  been  assessed  to  more  them  compensate  for  the 
excess  of  deaths  over  births  and  of  the  outward  migration  of  young  adults. 

There  was  one  death  in  children  aged  under  one  year  of  age  and  this 
gave  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  17.2  per  thousand  live  births.  There 
were  no  maternal  deaths. 
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Immunisation  The  statistics  show  the  number  of  children  in  the  North  1 
Area  who  were  vaccinated  and  immunised  during  the  year.  The  percentages 
of  primary  immunisations  of  infauits  were  considerably  lower  than  in  1967. 

It  seems  certain  that  this  was  only  an  apparent  fall  in  the  numbers 
carried  out  and  one  which  will  be  rectified  in  future  years.  The  reason 
for  this  fall  is  that  in  the  summer  the  schedule  for  immunisation  was 
altered  and  whereas  previously  many  infants  had  completed  the  course  by 
6 months  of  age  under  the  new  schedule  primary  courses  are  not  completed 
until  1 year  of  age. 

Vaccination  against  measles  with  one  dose  of  live  attenuated  vaccine 
commenced  nationally.  Initially  it  was  made  available  for  children  aged  k 
to  7 years,  subsequently  for  all  other  children  \inder  16  years,  and  to  be 
routinely  included  in  the  immunisation  programme  in  the  second  year  of  life. 
Infectious  Diseases  Notifications  were  very  few  in  number*  There  were  no 
new  cases  of  tuberculosis.  Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified. 

Two  of  these  were  causes  by  mussel  poisoning  which  is  described  below. 

The  third  case  was  a Salmonella  infection  with  S.  oranienberg  which  is  not 
a common  one  and  the  source  was  not  traced.  Most  infedtions  are  brief  and 
explosive  but  in  this  case,  as  can  occur,  symptoms  were  less  dramatic  and 
chronic,  lasting  several  months,  and  causing  considerable  debility. 

Information  on  Salmonellosis  in  livestock  continues  to  be  received 
from  the  Divisional  Vet  erinary  Officer  and  these  are  further  investigated 
where  indicated*  Livestock  infections  involved  cattle  (1),  pigs  (l), 
chick.-as  (2),  lamb  (1),  and  Brucellosis  in  cattle  (1).  No  human  cases 
occurred  amongst  the  farm  staff  associated  with  these  and  none  presented 
any  risk  to  the  general  public. 

Changes  v/ere  made  in  the  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations 
and  certain  diseases  ceased  to  be  notifiable  - pneumonis,  acute  rheumatism, 


erysipelas,  croup,  and  puerperal  pyrexia. 
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Mussel  Poisoning  There  was  a large  outbrealc  of  food  poisoning  in  May 
in  another  authority  caused  by  eating  mussels  collected  commercially  in 
a third  neighbouring  authority.  The  poisoning  was  found  to  be  caused 
by  a form  of  plankton  producing  a neurotoxin  which  was  absorbed  by  the 
mussels  and  which  left  them  unaffected.  The  neurotoxin  could  cause  severe 
symptoms  and  even  death.  A considerable  length  of  coastline  was  involved 
and  the  Northumberland  coast  in  this  immediate  area  was  particularly 
affected.  Mussels  in  Budle  Bay,  where  beds  are  extensive,  were  shown  to 
have  a high  level  of  toxicity.  There  is  no  commercial  gathering  of  mussels 
but  it  is  a popular  place  .for  private  individuals  to  do  so. 

At  least  3 individuals  collected  mussels  in  Budle  Bay  and  developed 
symptoms  of  poisoning.  Two  of  these  were  temporary  residents  of  the 
District  living  in  a caravan  at  the  time. 

It  appears  likely  that  this  occurrence  is  a regular  one  at  this 
specific  time  of  year  but  that  it  has  previously  gone  unnoticed  and  that 
1968  produced  particularly  high  levels  of  toxicity.  Testing  of  mussels  at 
points  on  the  coastline  has  now  been  undertaken  on  an  annual  basis  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries,  and  Food. 

Environmental  Hygiene  Mr.  Pickering  has  commented  on  these  in  detail  and 

in  some  cases  in  particular.  The  prospective  extension  of  the  Coquet  water 

supply  to  Belford  is  very  necessary  because  the  quality  of  the  existing 

supply  is  too  variable.  There  is  some  hope  that  the  long-awaited  improvements 

to  EenbiA‘'”gh  sewage  disposal  may  get  off  the  ground.  The  problem  of  public 

attit'.  '-.s  to  litter  is  a very  difficult  one  especially  when  the  perpetrators 

3_j_ve  distcinces  away  and  do  not  have  to  live  with  the  result  of  their 

<- 

actions  on  a one-day  visit.  He  refers  also  to  Beadnell  camping  site  and 
the  much  discussed  urgent  nc-ed  for  a permanent  one.  Camping  will  undoubtedly 
continue  to  increase  and  without  a pernamnnt  site  will  again  become 
indiscriminate..  The  suggestion  that  amenity  planning  needs  to  be  less 
stringent  if  this  situation  is  to  be  avioded  is  realistic.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company  continues  to  maintain 
all  the  public  supplies  to  the  area  satisfactorily  so  far  as  quantity 
is  concerned. 

The  delay  in  extending  a new  6"  main  feed  to  Beadnell  from  the 
Elford  main  which  is  halted  at  Annstead  has  continued  throughout  the 
year.  The  delay  has  been  due  to  the  road  widening  scheme  being  held 
up  over  difficulties  in  land  acquisition,  which  are  now  resolved.  I 
understand  that  the  work  will  begin  during  the  early  months  of  1969» 

The  proposal  to  extend  the  trunk  main  from  Warenford  to  Belford 
made  more  progress  during  the  year.  The  Company  have  accepted  a 
tender  for  the  Ti/ork  which  has  been  delayed  for  administrative  reasons, 
I hope  therefore  that  this  work  will  commence  soon  and  the  extension 
of  this  water  main  to  Belford  will  bring  about  an  improvement  in  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  ^vater  supplied  to  the  village.

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SE^iifERAGE 

I regret  to  report  that  little  real  progress  has  heen  made  to 
provide  a good  treatment  works  at  Bamburgh.  Following  the  Engineering 
Inquiry  held  last  year  and  the  results  of  float  tests ^ the  Ministry 
have  now  required  amendments  to  incorporate  storage  of  effluent 
with  discharge  to  the  sea  at  certain  cycles  of  the  tide.  These 
amendments  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  and 
the  Consultants  are  now  preparing  the  necessary  tender  documents. 

It  is  hoped  that  work  may  commence  in  1970  "to  remedy  the  present 
unsatisfactory  conditions. 

The  condition  of  the  Seahouses  Harbour  outfall,  which  because  of 
its  situation  has  caused  complaint,  was  considered  by  the  Council. 
Consultants  have  advised  that  because  of  its  position  and  the 
probability  of  sewage  being  washed  back  into  the  Harbour  or  nearby 
rocks  that  this  outfall  be  considered  in  the  light  of  the  Seahouses 
Sewage  system  as  a whole  rather  than  in  isolation  and  their  further 
report  is  awaited. 

The  Bedford  and  Beadnell  works  have  operated  satisfactorily 
during  the  year  as  have  the  remaining  outfalls  at  Seahouses. 

PUBLIC  CLEMS IHG 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  continued  satisfactorily  dirring 
the  year,  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Council  have  instituted  a 
pilot  scheme  of  refuse  collection  based  on  paper  sacks  used  as  bin- 
liners.  This  system  appears  to  have  many  advantages  and  saves 
capital  expenditure  on  paper  sack  holders. 

Trade  refuse  collection  has  continued  and  again  because  of 
"bulking"  cartons,  etc,,  the  amount  of  loose  paper  on  the  tips  has 


been  reduced. 
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The  problems  associated  with  litter  have  continued  to  be  a source 
of  complaint.  The  provision  of  more  litter  bins  does  not  appear 
to  me  to  be  the  best  possible  solution  to  a problem,  the  cause  of  which 
is  public  apathy,  neglect  and  carelessness.  Many  members  of  the  public 
appear  to  be  in  need  of  education  to  convince  them  of  the  necessity 
for  more  hygiene  including  the  use  of  litter  bins.  To  combat  this 
problem  of  litter  the  Council  are  considering  the  possibility  of 
instituting  a street  sweeping  scheme  for  Seahouses  to  augment  the 
present  sweeping  being  done  by  the  County  Council  as  the  Hi^way 
Authority. 

The  refuse  tips  controlled  by  the  Council  have  been  well  maintained 
there  have  been  no  complaints  and  generally  the  position  is  satisfactory 

The  refuse  vehicles  have  again  been  under  pressure,  the  volume 
of  refuse  continues  to  grow  and  thought  will  shortly  have  to  be  given 
to  providing  a vehicle  of  larger  carrying  capacity. 

It  has  been  necessary  for  the  Council  to  exercise  powers  under 
the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  196?  in  relation  to  abandoned  vehicles. 

The  cost  of  removal  of  vehicles  is  relatively  expensive  and  the 
procedure  somewhat  cmbersome  and  powers  to  remove  vehicles  much 
sooner  than  permitted  by  law  at  present  are  necessary.  Members  of 
the  public  living  in  the  district  can  arrange  for  their  vehicles  to 
be  destroyed  at  either  of  the  Council's  tips  free  of  charge. 

PUBLIC  COllYENIMCES 

Little  damage  due  to  vandals  has  occurred  over  the  year  at  the 
Conveniences  and  all  have  been  well  used  by  the  public. 

Luring  the  year  the  building  of  new  conveniences  at  Seahouses 
commenced.  This  facility  has  been  long  needed  and  I hope  that  users 
Y;ill  treat  v?ith  some  respect  this  convenience. 
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CAJffTlTG  MTP_  CARAVi^ 

All  sites  have  been  reasonably  well-maintained  throughout  the  year. 

The  Council's  camping  site  at  Beadnell  recorded  an  all-time  record 
for  the  nvimbers  of  visitors.  A temporary  planning  permission  has  again 
been  given  for  a further  year  and  all  possible  efforts  to  find  a new  site 
have  been  made  so  far  T^ithout  success.  The  provision  of  a camping  site 
in  this  area  is  in  my  opinion  essential  as  the  number  of  campers  is 
growing. 

Facilities  for  campers  are  most  necessary  as  a return  to  the  conditions 
obtaining  before  the  Council  opened  their  site  would  be  deplored.  In 
this  connection  it  would  seem  to  me  that  the  County  Planning  Officer  ’will 
have  to  be  less  stringent  in  his  amenity  planning  if  the  Council  are  to 
have  any  chance  at  all  of  continuing  to  provide  this  very  necessary  service. 

The  number  of  licensed  caravan  sites  remained  the  same  as  for  last 
year  but  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  caravans  permitted 
on  those  sites  from  1,117  to  1,201.  Only  minor  infringements  of  the 
site  licence  conditions  ?;ere  found  and  all  dealt  with  informally.

During  the  year  one  prosecution  was  taken  by  the  Council  for  the  sale 
of  food  not  fit  for  human  consumption. 

Sausages  sold  by  a local  grocer  were  found  to  contain  rodent  droppings. 
The  fim  manufacturing  the  sausa^ges  were  prosecuted.  The  defendant 
pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  £10  ?/ith  £25sl8i  -d.  costs. 
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In  one  instance  involving  the  sale  of  bread  the  manufacturer  was 
warned  of  his  responsibility  to  supply  bread  of  the  correct  quality. 

In  a further  case  a member  of  the  public  alleged  that  a cake  was 
mouldy,  no  evidence  of  this  condition  could  be  found  and  no  further  action 
was  taken.

Following  a stoppage  in  the  sewer  near  to  the  Slau^terhouse  an  investigation 
showed  that  considerable  quantities  of  offal  and  waste  v;ere  being  discharged  into 
the  sev/er  despite  earlier  requests  to  the  occupiers  of  the  Slaughterhouse  to 
desist  from  this  practice.
